of absolute disfranchisement! "\Ve are 
iiot aware liuw many oilier Districts 
may be siujilarly circumstanced, but 
we do know that there is enough in 
the Yale District alone to disgruco any 
Adminibtratiou.and Mr. Mara deserves 
tho thauki. of that important constitu- 
ency for dragging tlie matter into the 
light. Persons residing in the more 
thickly poi^uluted conmuuiitiea may 
not so fully realize the weight of the 
grievance. Let them imagine scores 
of settlers struggling to tho polls, in 
many instances travelling ns far as 
thirty or forty miles thi'ough a region 
destitute for the most part of roads or 
bridges to record their votes, but only 
to discover that, through no fault uf 
theirs, iher were disfranchised! And 
let it be borne in miud that these arc 
men who estimate at no low value the 
right of the franchise j the discovery 
must have occasioned a bitter pang. 
We can only characterize the aSuir as 
simply mseiMCEim,, and we hope that, 
instead of operating as a diseourage- 
lueut, the circumstance will act as an 
incentive to those noble settlens to 
con.tud the more iirmly for their 
rigats.

About half past 2 o'clock on Vi^ednes- 
day morning llit^ro were four or five men 
ilrniking in tho bar room of tho Cosmo- 
politan Ilot'd, Poit I'owiisend; aiiiuiig 
wuom wore Jolin iVIartiii, Pokor Jack, aim 
una McLaughlin, -i'rom Moutunu. Mar- 
tin and MoLungblia were sitting by the 
stove, talking about old times in Montana 
and the merits and deniurits of certain 
parties there. As Martin wonld make 
some remark to McLaughlin, Quiiyle 
would ri-5])(jiid in a mauuer that would 
throw discrcilit on Martin's remarks. Tliis 
continued for soma time, when Martiu re- 
plied to (juaiyle, that he (Qniiyle) did 
not know anything about it. l^uayle re- 
plied that a parson now-a-dujs could read 
a book and lull us uuiub about a country 
as those who bad boon there.

The lir.it 
Parliament of George III. lusted six years 
and iiiiio mouths; the Htlh of hiu n ign 
lasted live years and si.-i nionihs. The 
first of Cietu'ge I\' — he had only two— la-t 
od si.v: yi'ars and one month. William IV 
had lo.ir Parliainoats, but they were all 
slicH-l, tho longest enduring bnt two years 
and livo months, and ouo lasting only Hvo 
months and two days. During Victoria's 
reign there have I ecu eight Parliamonis. 
Tbo llr.st. which ended iu 1811, lived for 
three years an. 1 seven months; the second 
lasted nearly six years, the third, four 
years and seven months; the fourth, four 
yi ars anil fmir months; the fifth, scarcely 
two years; the si.vth, si years aud 0110 
month; the .sevouth, two years and nine 
months; and tho eighth, the lato one, be 
ixan its existence on the lOtli of December 
H()^j, and attained the respec t iblu age of 
li.o years. ti)iieeii Victoria has had for 
her (irinie ministers Lor.l Melbourne. Sir 
Robert Peel, Earl llussel (twice) Earl Der- 
liy(throo time-). Earl Abordeen, Lord Pal- 
morstont twice), Mr. DiiirueliauiiMr GllM- 
st. mo. Her foreign secrotaries have been 
I'alinorston.
